RETURNS MUST BE HAD 
FOR FIKING TAX RATE 


Comptroller General Wright Urges 
State’s Representatives To Act 
at Once—Twenty-five Million 

Still in Dispute—Who 
the Arbitrators Are. 


Thaugh the time is rapfdly approaching 
when the etate tax rate must be fixed 
by the tax commission. only $3,589.348 in 
franchise tax values has been finally set- 
tled, while $25,986,000 in assessed values 
of taxable franchises still remains in 
dispute, 

The reason for this {s that the boards of 
arbitration which have been appointed 
to determine at what amount the fran- 
chises of the large railroad systems and 
other large corporations shall be returned 
have held no meetings for the purpose 
of determining the questions before them, 
and, in one er two instances, no umpire 
even has been chosen. 

Stranely enough, the law fixes no time 
limit for the arbitrators in these cases 
to make their returns. There is no re- 
quirement that they shall be made even 
within the year, so that, so far as the 
law is concerned, the arbitrators can act 
at their oven sweet wills. The only pen- 
@lty that can be put on the compagies 
whose tax returns are involved is 7 per 
cent interest on the amount of taxes due, 
whenever the matter is finally determin- 
ed. There are important questions in- 
volved, however, which make it practi- 
cally necessary that prompt action snould 
be fLaken. 

‘It will readily be understood how the 
fRijure to get in these reports to tne 
6omptroller general in due season will 
Geiay the fixing of the siate tax rate. 

Governor Terrell.and Comptroiler Gen- 
eral Wright are anxious tv Ax as iow 
@ tax rate as possiplé, and the rate wiil 
depend to some eX{tent on the amount of 
tne tranchise returns. Without tnese, 
therefore, i cam not be determinéd just 
What it shali be. 

The governor and comptroller general 
are expressing some anxiety in the mat- 
tef, and are gesirous that the arbitratipn 
boards shail sgttie the questions referreg 
to them as soon as it is possibie for the 
to do g0. Why it is they have delayed 
until. now, particularly in view of the 
fact that ip rnost cases umpires have been 
chosen, is not known, unless some of 
the arcitradtors find that tnis is their busy 
season, and they are deferring the matter 
of action on that account. 

; Comptrolier writes a Letter. 
Comptroller General Wright has been 
considerably worried over the delay, and 
@s a result of it he has addressed a letter 
to the grobitrators representing the state. 
Comptrolier Generali Wright's letter js as 
loliows: 

“Dear Sir: I desire to call your at- 
tention to the fact that tne governor and 
the cvmptrolier geneiai are requirea to nx 
the state tax raic each year as svon ag tne 
laxaodle property Of the state is ascertain- 
€d. ‘tnis has usually been done betweea 
the 2th and the Zoin of August of eacn 
year. in order to have the tax collectors 
notified by the first day of September or 
the state rate fixed as the law requires, 
it iS neceSsary that the governor and tne 
comptroller general hx tunis rate not later 
than the daie suggested above, viz: the 
eth of August. 

“I thereiture respectfully request that 
you proceed with the arbitratiuns in tne 
casea to which you have been assigned by 
me and file your awards in ail sucn 
cases not later than the z5th day of this 
month. I beg to say that the governor 
unites with me in this request. Yours

Monongahela, Pa., August 19.—The 
blood-stained corpse of a 5-year-old boy 
was discovered this evening by Baggage- 
man A. B. McDonald, on a Pittsburg, Vir- 
ginia and Charleston railroad train en 
route to Dravosburg. The little boy was 
packed tightly in a large coffee can 2 
feet high and 18 inches wide and_ was 
wrapped in the blood-soaked falds of a 
woman's dress. The only mark on the 
body was a bullet hole in the breast, 
probably the cause of death. 

When Dravosburg was reached a man 
and woman who had deposited the can In 
the baggage car at Waltersburg were 4ar- 
rested and taken to jail in McKeesport. 
They said their names were Mr. and Mrs. 
Isaac Jubilir, of Tucker, and that the boy 
was their son, who had accidentally shot 
himself with his father’s revolver. When 
they found he was dead they decided to 
keep the matter quiet and bury him qulet- 


ly at Dravosburg.

Does He Mean WNoosevelt? 


Taking wp another subject, Mr. Hill 


said: 

“The tendency of the times is toward 
indulgence in that peculiar speech or sen- 
gation:l performance which may be char- 
acterized in general terms 4s ‘spectacu- 
larism,’ if I may be permitted to coin 
that word. 

“Spectacularists usually affect supe- 
riority over other people; in tke matter 
of patriotism, they desire to be regarded 
as the only true patriots; they asstme 
to possess all the virtues. while other 
people in their estimation possess all the 
vice. They abhor silence and obscurity. 
They assert the commonest kind of self- 
evident propositions, which have become 
moss covered from age, with an emphasis 
as though they were oracles and as 
though their platitudes were wholly orig- 
inal. 

‘They have their press agents who, un- 
solicited, supply the nawspapers gratutf- 
tuously with the details of what they do 
each morning, noon and night, as though 
the world was holding its breath for 
fear that something would escape it per- 
taining to themselves. If they happen 
to hold a public office they are delighted 
to see their smaliest public acts paraded, 
magnified and applauded. They are sure 
that there was never before such publi 
officials as themselves—@o earnest, 80 
honest, so self-sacrificing. They meddle 
with everything, whether within or with- 
out their official jurisdiction, and usually 
muddle everything with which they have 
anything to du.” 

Spectacularism, as he interpreted, fs a 
sort of disease—it expands the head and 
contracts the conscience; and may @p- 
propriately be caled ego mania, which 
is another name for egotism 

“The hope of the country lies in the 
great mass of cool, deliberate and con- 
servative citizens who pursue their avo- 
cations and perform unostentatiously and 
entertain sincere convictions of their 
life’s work. They neither delight in war, 
in contention, nor In unnecessary strife. 
They carry no chip upon their shoulders, 
always looking for trouble. Their wars 
are ways of pleasantness and their paths 
are paths of peace, and they believe thar 
righteousness, more than the triumphs 
of war, exalteth a nation.” 

Thé “Prosperity” Question, 

Mr. Hill discussed “Fictitious ‘ 
Prosperity’ as follows: °

Senator Takes Witness Stand for 
First Time in Goebel Case

Denies Ever Having Had Any Con- 
versation -with the . Convict 
Y. stsey—Tells of Confi- 
dential Talk with Ex- 
President McKinley. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 19—In the trial 
of Caleb Powers, the commonwealth this 
morning over objection of the. defense, 
secured permission to introduce the wit- 
ness, Henry Broughton, who ran away 
and had to be captured. Broughton told 
of going to Frankfort at the instance of 
Powers and others with the mountain 
army of January 25, 1900. After arriving 
at Frankfort he met Powers and the de- 
fendant asked him to give him the names 
of several men, one of whom could be 
relied on to ‘‘do the killing’ or to “do the 
work.” 

He gave Powers the names of Frank 
Cecil, Zach Steele and Anthony Brough- 
ton as good men to dg shooting. Witness 
-returned home the same day he went to 
Frankfort and did not go there again. He 
Said he expressed pleasure on learning 
that Goebel had heen killed. The defense 
laid the foundation for contradicting 
Broughton and also to show that on Jan- 
uary 25, 1900, witness was drunk and not 
responsible. 

Farmer United States Senator William 
J. Dehoe took the stand for the defense 
this afternoon, testifying for the first 
time in these cases. He said he went from 
Washington to Kentucky on January 16, 
1900, and stopped at Frankfort to see 
Governor Taylor. He went on to Louis- 
ville and attended the Galt house meeting 
of republicans, at which the contest was 
fully discussed. 

Taylor never informed him of his pur- 
pose to have a mountain army of peti- 
tioners go to k rankfort, nor did he at- 
tend any meeting at Frankfort. He de- 
nied vigorously ever having any conver- 
Sation with the convict Henry Y>utsey, 
in which any reference was made to tak- 
ing the life of William Goebel. He left 
Frankfort the night of the day- before 
the shooting, r‘turning to Washington to 
talk to. President McKinley about the 
Kentucky situaiion. He had already usk- 
ed the presilen. and other prorminent 
men of both parties at Washiigion, he 
gaid, to exert a moral influence to get the 
Kentucky democrats to abandon tte 
contest. 

Later he asked the president to send 
federal -trvups to Kentucky, Governor 
Tayler having urged it in a telegram 
after the killing of Goebel, He said thas 
he saw nothing disorderly in the mour- 
tain crowd at Frankfort on January %, 
1900...

ton on January 30, 1900, the day of the 
Bhocting. he did not say in response to

Speculation Is. Now Rife Abou 
Some Police Affairs 


Question Arises Whether Commis- 
sioners Will Enforce Rule Giv- 
ing Chief of Police Abso- 
lute Control When Board 
Is Not in Session. 


Will the printing or a new rule book 
make any difference in the status of 
affairs in the police department, and will 
it. above al] other things, result in the 
giving to the chief of police that power 
which the public has so long devoutly 


wished him to have? 

This is the gll-absorbing question among 
the members of the police force and those 
who are interested in police affairs. 

As was published in The Constitution 
about two weeks ago, the special com- 
mittee appointed to write a new police 
rule book made a fumble when they struck 
the Key ordinance, which sheared the 
ehairman of the board of his prerogatives 
@nd made the chief of police the only 
person in ¢ontrol of the police depart- 
ment when the board adjourned. There 
Was no getting around ‘the law, ana the 
change will apepar in the new fruie 
book, 


But the question is: 
If the Key ordinance was a sort of dead 
letter for the past year, what difference 
will the mere printing of the new law 
make to the cgmmissioners? 
Should Be Chief, and Yet. 


There has long been a cry: “Make the 
chief the chief in fact, as well as in 
mame,”’ As the law now stands, he should 
be such a chieé, and yet, it is @ wel 
known fact that the chief has not been 
*“‘unhampered.”’ 

The police commissioners, it is said, 
Should above ali other public officials, 
mee to it that the laws are rigidly en- 
forced. If they carried out the Key or- 
dinance, the members of the board, when 
the board is not in session, would have 
no more to do with police affairs in At- 
lanta than the king of the Fiji islands. 

When the board meets, the commis- 
sioners are empowered to take any ac- 
tion they may deem fit to regulate po- 
lice affairs, but once tbe board adjourns 
the commisioners are no more to the po- 
lice department than any other citizen. 
That ig the spirit and the letter of the 
hey ordinance, which wag passed by the 
coupcil mare than a year ago. 


All Trouble Would End. 


It is said by those posted about police 
matters that if the Key ordinance was 
carried out there would be no more trou- 
ble along the line of the chief not having 
full and absolute control of the depart- 
ment. 

The new police rule book will be adopt- 
ed by the board at its next meeting in 
September, and the clause giving the 
chairman the right to dictate to the chief 
will be stricken_out. Th@ commissioners 
have declared that the members of the 
force must study the new rules and carry 
them out to the letter. The question has, 
therefore, arisen. Wil the board also car- 
ry aut those rujes which are applicable 
t2 the commissioners? If they do, then 
Chief Ball will no longer be hampered 
in any way, but be the “chief in fact as 
well as ig name.”

Russia addressed to the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment, it Is generally believed here that 
the Russian naval .demonstration in 
Turkish waters will dangerously encour- 
age the Macedonians, who, it is asserted, 
will interpret Russia's action as being the 
first step toward intervention in their be- 
half. 

The insubordination of the 
troops is regarded as being one of the 
greatest dangers of the present Balkan 
crisis. The lack of ,discipline among the 
soldiers is marked. 

The ambassadors of the powers have 
again drawn the earnest attention of the 
porte to the fears of massacres at Saloni- 
ca and have demanded the adoption of 
immediate and effective measures for the 
protection of the foreign consulates and 
the subjects of the various powers. 
Italian Squadron Ordered to Turkey. 

London, August 19.—The Italian ambas- 
sador here today received a dispatch from 
Rome announcing that. an Italian squad- 
ron had been ordered to Macedoniaa 
waters to “watch events.’’ No explanation 
was given of the reasons’ underlying the 
orders and the embassy officials were un- 
a.ie to say whether it was a result of 
Russia sending .a- squadron to Turkish 
waters. It -was regarded as probable tht 
the foreign office at Rome had Trecelved 
advices showing that Italfin_ interests 
which are importarntat Salonica and in its 
neighborhood are menaced. 

The general concer&us of opinion among 
the diplomatists in London ts that there 
is nothing in the present sftuation to war- 
rant the belief that it will develop into a 
general conflagration as the powers are 
cooperating generally to preserve the 
peace of Europe. The situation in the 
Far East, especially the national agita- 
tion in Japan, is regafded by some diplo- 
mats as being as threatening as the Bal- 
kan situation. The Japanese officials 
hardly attempt to conceal their belief that 
their government will act in the Far East 
should such an opportunity offer as the 
embroilment of Russia in the Balkans. 

Powers May Act with Russia. 

Paris, August 19.—It was learned in ofti- 
cial quarters today that the action of 
Russia in ordéring a naval squadron to 
Turkish waters may be speedily followed 
by important joint naval action onthe part 
of the powers. Communications are at 
present being exchanged between the 
powers relative to a joint naval demon- 
stration before Salonica. The final de- 
termination will depend largely upon Rus- 
sia. but if a joint demonstration is de- 
termined upon the fleets of France and 
Austria will certainly cooperate and it is 
probable that the fleets of all the other 
European powers having Turkish inter- 
ests, except possibly Germany, which, 
throughout has not favored taking ener- 
getic steps against Turkey, will take part 
in the demonstrations. 

In the meantime the Russian squadron 
will not proceed to Constatinople, as has 
been reported, but will rendezvous off a 
smalj port of the vilayet of Adrianople,

Only Women Escaped Massacre. 
Sofia, August 19.—Reports from Mon- 
astir say 200 women who have arrived 
there from the Bulgarian village of Ra- 
kovo have presented petitions to the Rus- 
sian and Austrian consuls and to Kilmi 
Pasha, the ingpector general, setting 
forth that their village has been burned. 
and that all the males of the population 
have been massacred. 

Fifteen villages in the district of Ohri- 
da three in the district of Leerin and 
three in the district of Reesin have been 
destroyed. 

A band of seventy insurgents near Ko- 
jie, in the vilayet of Uskub, fought a de- 
tachment of Turks all day. Nine of the 
insurgents were killed. The Turkish 
losses are not known. On the follpwing 
day a party of Bashi Bazouks entered 
the village and slaughtered all the inhabi- 


tants.

The corporation commission today certi- 
fied to tife state auditor the amount of 
the assessments of the properties of rall- 
ways and other common carriers, The 
auditor will now call on the various cor- 
porations for the state tax, which is % 
cents on thé $100 on all assessments 
made by the commission.

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FOSTER REPLIES 


Takes ception al Portions of 
Report on’ DeCris Mfait. 


Superintendent of the State Farm 
Quotes the Rules of the Prison 
and Says Under Them He 
Has No Control of the 
Convicts. 


——.., 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 19.—(Special.) 
As indicated in the special from this 
city to The Constitution of yesterday, 
the immediate object of the prison com- 
missions rec€nt visit to the state farm 
was to investigate the charges made by 
The Milledgeville News as to irregulari- 
ties at the state farm. 

Captain K.-C. Foster, superintendent, 
is very much surprised at the statements 
contained in the prison comfnissjoners’ 
report of the DeCris affair that refers to 
himself, namely: 

“The superintendent, who at this place 
ts the alter ego of the commission, and 
who had authority In the absence of the 
rommission to act for it, testified that 
he ccndemned the whipping, after learn- 
ing of it, and protested against the field 
work, but neither his*condemnatigfni nor 
his protest was communicated to thé 
commission ”’ 

Captain Foster came to your corre- 
spandent today and declared that {hat 
statement on the part of the commission 
did him great injustice and that he very 
much desired. that The Constitution 
shovld print his side of the matter. He 
then produced a copy of ‘‘Rules for Gov- 
ernment of Officers at State Farm, Geor- 
gia.’ 

The superintendent’s duties are only 
mentioned in articles 4 and 6, and are as 
folldws: 

“Rule 4—The superintendent of the’state 
farm shall have general supervision and 
direction. of the farm ahd farming op- 
erations, and shall have custody, and con- 
trol of the gtate’s property thereon, and 
be responsible therefor. .He shall have 
} Mo direct control of the convicts or of 
the discipfine of the prisoners, but shall 
report all violations of the rules to the 
commission. He shall fill all requtsi- 
tlons made on him by the deputy ward- 
ens for food, clothing and other supplies 
in accordance with the rules now in 
force. He shall direct the farm work, 
the planting, eultivating and harvesting 
of all crops, and in these matters his 
authority shall be supreme, except as di- 
rected by the commission.”’ 

The only rule referring to the superin- 
tendent is rule 6, as follows: 

“The superintendent shall instruct the 
deputy warden in what work he desires 
done and it shall be their duty to see 
that such work is properly and faithfully 
performed, as directed, by the convicts, 
under such guards as may be necessary.”’ 

Captain Foster said: ‘“‘This wil] clear- 
ly show that I had no direct control of 
the convicts, and as to my duty as to 
reporting this matter to the commission, 
I was only authorized to report violations 
of the rules, and the whipping of Miss 
DeCris was no violation of the™rules, as 
is shown by the following extract from 
this same commissioners’ reports, under 
eection 6, which reads as follows: 

**‘But when it is remembered that the 
statutes of Georgia, in express words, 
authorize the inflicting of this punish- 
ment uwpon convicts, and that the com- 
mission had no oocasion therefore to 
made a rule against it.’ ’’ 

Captain Foster said: 

“lf that statement excuses Allagood, 
how can it condemn Foster? No rule 
was violated; there was nothing to re- 
port.’’ 

Captain Foster further said:., 

“Miss DeCris was whipped on the 28th 
of June. 
warden’s sworn reports are sent to the 
commissioners. Three days after the 
whipping of Miss DeCris the _ report 
should have been on the desk of the com- 
missioners. This matter was not publish- 
ed by The Constitution until the 8th of 
August; therefore it is safe to say for 
over thirty days the facts were in the 
hands of the commissioners and they 
made no move in the matter. When the 
whole thing is exposed by The Constitu- 
tion they imply that it was my duty to 
mave notified them of matters not per- 
taining to my duty and which they al- 
ready had before them in the‘report of 
Warden Allagood. Jt would seem that 
the commissioners are trying to saddle 
the blame on some one for their tardi- 
ness.’’

The knowledge that this is true is 
the cornerstone upon which the Na- 
tional Negro Business League is 
founded.

The  mo- 
tives which inspire the  organi- 
zation have the fullest and hearti- 
est sympathy of the white men 
of the south, who show their faith by 
their works in furnishing to the col- 
ored people the opportunities denied 
them in other sections.

Back to the Plantation. 

There is an undoubtedly growing 
tendency in the south to go back to 
the old plantation system of agricul- 
ture that prevailed before the war. 

It has been found that the negroes 
are not fitted, even after the experi- 
ence of a third of a century, to be- 
come reliable landed proprietors un- 
der the small farm system. They are 
not. equipped with the means, sclen- 
tific intelligence and habits that are 
the essentials for making such farms 
productive to their highest possibili- 
ties and so the negro tenant and pro- 
prietor farmers are always in debt, 
under mortgage, disappointed them- 
selves and the agents of disappoint- 
ment to their landlords and cred- 
itors. Most of them know little else 
than cotton-raising and their lack of 
thrift in that is too conspicuous to be 
ignored. Scarcely one in twenty of 
them produce as much of a crop inde- 
pendently as he would produce un- 
der hire and intelligent superintend- 
ence. 

On the other hand, it has been 
demonstrated within the past few 
years that large tracts of land can 
be consolidated under competent man- 
agement and worked with hired la- 
borers at a minimum of expense and 
larger profits than by any form of 
tenant and crop-sharing system. A 
time is coming when even farming 
will be a corporation field and com- 
panies will be formed to hold and cul- 
tivate cotton, corn and wheat as they 
have been formed and used success- 
fully to raise sugar cane, tobacco and 
cattle. ; 

The mechagtism of money-making is 
delicate and moves on wheels made 
of dollars. It grinds recklessly and 
remorselessly. And it is not much 
longer to be kept out of the vast cot- 
ton fields of the south. Here was an 
industry, one of the best in the world, 
that the negro might have easily mo- 
nopolized as his own -had he been 
wisely guided into industries after 
emancipation instead of being lugged 
into politics and notions of social 
equality. But his chance has been 
neglected and the crowns of independ- 
ence he might have wrought are sure 
to be worn later on by a smaller con- 
tingent of “farmer kings.” 

The large incorporated plantation 
will be a novel and _ surprising in- 
Stance of combination. It will raise 
cotton for its surplus crop and food- 
stuffs for self-support. It will gin its 
own cotton, express its own seed-oil, 
use its own hulls and meal for cattle 
feed and fertilizers, and manufacture 
its own crop and gin-lint in its own 
factory. It will market “olive oil,” 
beef cattle and various grades of cot- 
ton goods. Nothing will be neglected 
—nothing wasted. 

Those who have figured on the 
feasibility and returns of cottorf-en- 
terprises thus organized and operated 
are sanguine that the future will wit- 
ness a rapid organization of incorpor- 
ated plantations and that when these 
have multiplied until their power is 
supreme in the fleld the south will 
prosper beyond every dream and be 
no*‘longer at the mercy of speculators, 
eastern mill-owners or foreign com- 
petitors—and the rural labor problem 
will be fully solved. 
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Organizing Against the Negroes. 

The stern realities of conditions in 
the rural portions of the southern 
states are being brought home to the 
people of the north these days as 
never before. 

Laporte, Ind., dispatches announce 
that Arthur J. Bowser, editor of The 
Chesterton Tribune, clerk in the leg: 
islature of Indiana and a well-known 
republican leader of Porter county, 
has taken the initiative in organizing 
opposition tothe settlement of negroes 
in that county and in northwest In- 
diana. Explaining the immediate in- 
centive for this movement, the news- 
paper dispatches state that “last Sat- 
urday a negfo tramp assaulted a farm- 
er’'s wife near Valparaiso and serious- 
ly injured her. All day Sunday the 
streets were filled with angry farmers 
and college students’ threatening to 
break the jail and lynch the negro, 
who admitted the crime.” 

Editor Bowser declares that now is 
the time for communities having few 
colored citizens to protect themselves 
against any further increases. He 
says: 

The settlement of negroes from the 
south in this county means that fear 
would enter the home of every farmer in 
the county and our wives, daughters and 
sweethearts would be exposed to a fate 
more horrible than death in any form,

The experience of the rural sections 
of the southern states shows that the 
possibilities which this Indiana repub- 
lican editor contemplates are not in 
the least overdrawn.

mizing the tax burden on, the people gen- 
erally. The governors messages have 
been in line with his campaign manifesto, 
and though very brief, Quite to the point. 
He hag practically refrained from veto 
and special messages, leaving the legis- 
lature free-handed. There has been no 
meddlesomeness on this part. He has 
trusted the general assembly just as he, 
in his campaign, trusted to the common- 
sense of the great mass of the voters. 

And now what has been the result? 

The cause of education has been bene- 
fited in half a dozen ways. A step to- 
ward the solution of the good roads ques- 
tion has been taken in the matter of con- 
vict legislation. The franchise tax iw 
has been brought under assessment over 
$20,000,000 of valuations according to the 
assessments made by the comptroller. The 
assessors of the several counties of the 
state have been so stirred that the tax 
digests of nearly every one of the 137 coun- 
ties shows a considerable increase— 
amounting to over another $20,000,000—and 
the counties are pluming themselves over 
the event. The revaluation of railroad 
franchises and the stimuation of the 
county tax assessors were of course pure- 
ly administrative acts. In signing such 
measures as the convict, the vagrancy, 
the bird, the uniform text-book bills, the 
governor has done so because the will 
of the jegislature was in accordance with 
his own. Thus by the harmony of the 
two great forces, the people have gained 
greatly in those things that make for 
the credit and the prosperity of the state. 
If there were a lobby to corruptly inter- 
fere with the passage of laws, it has 
not been disclosed In the legislative or gub- | 
ernatorial action. The committee ap- 
pointed to investigate found none. The 
atmosphere of no legislative session held 
in a progressive state where there were 
up so many measures of a reformative 
character, was ever purer. There was no 
turning back of ‘the hands of the clock 
in order to force bills through weary hours 
for the general ass¢mbly adjourned with 
six hours to spare. 

Thus has there been complete fulfillment 
of campaign platforms, promises and 
pledges, and the “red old hills of Geor- 
gia’’ join in the song of thanksgiving that 
the safety of the state hag been confided 
to hands so worthy of: the trust.

The Ducktown Copper Mine. 

A commission which has rather Um 
usual duties to perform was appointed 
by Governor Terrell yesterday under @ 
resolution passed at the recent session 
of the legislaturé, 

This resolution was the outcome of 
the fact that the timber and vegetation 
of Union and Fannin counties is being 
damaged and destroyed, it is believed, 
by the fumes which come from the cop- 
per smelting works at Ducktown, Tenn., 
about 15 or 20 miles on the other side of 
the state line. The people of these two 
counties became very much stirred up 
when they discovered the ‘destruction 
that is going on, and they say there is 
no other cause to attribute it to than 
these copper works. 

A resolution was passed at the recent 
session providing for the appointment 
of a commission to Investigate these 
conditions, to consist of the state com- 
missioner of agriculture, state gelogist, 
attorney general and two gitizens from 
the counties whose interests are in- 
volved. 

Governor Terrell yesterday named the 
two other members of the commission. 
Hon. W  E. Candler, of Union, well 
known to his friends as ““Buck” Candler, 
and Hon. John H. Witsel, ordinary of 
Fannin county. 

The resolution ealls on this commission 
to investigate the causes of the destruc- 
tion of the timber and vegetation in. 
Union and Fannin counties, and to report 
as to what steps can be taken to put @& 
stop to them. , 

There are possibilities in this Investiga~ 
tion of a unique lawsuit, and the report 
of the commission will be awaited with a 
great deal of interest. 


State Board Did Not Meet. 


Owing to the sickness of Secretary of 
State Phil Cook, the meeting of the state 
board of education which was to have 
been held at ihe capitol yesterday, was 
deferred until today or a later time, 
when Secretary Cook will be able to be 
present. 

This meeting, as stated in The Consti- 
tution yesterday, is to be held for the 
purpose of putting imto operation the 
machinery of the uniform text-book law. 
The board proposes to take steps to se- 
cure bids from all publishers of school 
books in the country on text-bOoks to 
be supplied to the common éschools of 
Georgia. 

While covery book publisher fw the 
country interested In the matter is Un- 
doubtedly already supplied with a copy 
of the law and knows just about what 
will be required, the representatives of

“WANT CONVICT 


Applicalions for Nearly 400. 
Are Now on File 


Thirteen Counties Have Asked the 
Prision Commission for Short- 
Term Men To Work on the 
Roads—Price of Con- 
victs May Go Up. 


. 


Thirteen counties have already filed 
thelr applications with the prison com- 
mission for their quota of convicts as 
allowed under the recent act of the legis- 
lature for work on the public roads. 

These thirteen counties will be entitled 
to about 377 convicts, the apportionment 
being made on the basis of population 
which gives the county applying one con- 
vyict for about 1,100 inhabitants. The 
commission has not yet decided whether 
it will allow an extra convict for less 
than 1,100 population, where the remain- 
der, after making the division, is greater 
than half of 1,100. Should it decide to do 
go, then some of the counties will be 
entitled to one more convict than is given 
in the list published herewith. 

Following are the counties which have 
‘fled their applications for convicts with 
the prison commission, and the number 
of convicts to which they will be entitled 
under the new law: 

Troup 21, Fulton 106, Bibb 45, Coffee 15, 
Jefferson 16. Thomas 28, Coweta 22, 
Clarke 16, Monroe 18, Ware 12, Johnson 
10, Richmond 49 and Lee 9. Total, 377. 

This is more than half the number of 
convicts which can be apportioned to 
the counties under the new law. The 
convicts to be so apportioned must be 
men of five-year terms and under, and 
of this class there are about 760 in the 
state penitentiary. 

Some of the counties mentioned may 
get one more convict than the number 
stated, as already explained. Take Bibb 
county, for instance, which has a popu- 
lation of 50,478 according to the census 
report. Dividing that number by 1,100 
gives 45 and a remainder of 973. It may 
be the prison commission will allow an- 
other convict in cases like this where the 
remainder is so near in amount to the 
basis of division. 

Other Applications Expected. 

It is expected that many other coun- 
ties in the state will apply for convicts, 
and the belief is that nearly all, if not 
quite all, of the available number will 
be taken for road work. Chatham county 
has not yet been heard from. That 
county is expected to take convicts and 
is entitled to about sixty-two. Mus- 
cogee and several other large counties 
still remain to be heard from. 

The result of this demand for convicts 
by the counties for work on the public 
roads will be an_ active competition 
among the lessees for the remaining 
men. It will require in the neighborhood 
of 2,000 convicts to supply the necessary 
demand from those who use convict la- 
bor. It is said that these lessees can 
afford to pay as high as $2 a month, 
or $24 a year, for convicts before it 
would become cheaper for them to use 
free labor. ‘The indications are, there- 
fore, that the price to be paid for the 
eonvicts next time will go considerably 
above the minimum fixed by the legisla- 
ture, which is $175 a year. 

The convicts will be apportioned to the 
counties in the order in which they 
apply for them, and all of these app}ica- 
tions must be in hand pbéfore Decefnber 
1. It is likely they will be on file con- 
siderably before that time. There is 
likely to be an advantage, however, in 
béing early on the list.

for the miners. Judge Gray remark- 
ed, In this connection, that in making the 
award in the anthracite region, the fact 
was considered that a full opportunity 
was not elven the men to work. This 
was regarded ag *significant. 

The board in*eonsidering the several 
matters submitted at the outset will take 
action upon the working of small boys 
in the mines This was brought out in 
the proceedings yesterday afternoon, both 
sides expressing a willingness to have the 
boys under fourteen years of age ex- 
cluded from the mines. 

It has been agreed that with the close 
of today’s evideifce the case will be 
submitted to the arbitration board with- 
out argument. Therefore, a decision is 
expected not later than Friday. The 
board will spend tomorrow in reviewing 
the evidence suhmitted 

Early this afternoon the arbitration 
board finished the hearing of testimony. 
At its conclusion, Judge Gray delivered a 
brief speech, in which he thanked both 
sides for the courtesv shewn him and 
congratulated them on the intelligerygt and 
courteous manner in weich the arbitration 
had been conducted. He sald personally 
he was pleased with the treatment ac- 
corded him. and when he Iceft Alabama it 
would be with the highest regard for the 
people of this section and the parties to 
the controversv

The natione! ticket protective bureau 
is mapping out an aggressive campaign 
against ticket brokers in all sections of 
the country. No mercy is to be shown 
them anywhere. The bureau has been In 
active operation since last February ané 
has already accomplished much in the 
detection and prosecution of frauds on 
the railroads. It is now proposed to 
make it more effective than ever before. 


Railroad Earnings for July. 

Ralroad earnings are particularly heavy 
for July. Gross earnings of all United 
States roads reporting for the month are 
$44,306,891 a gain of 12.7 per cent over last 
year, and 20.2 per cent over 1901. The re- 
port embraces nearly one-half the total 
mileage of the county and many leading 
systems. All classes of roads, except 
the few unimportant granger roads in- 
cluded, show a considerable gain—in fact, 
earnings are larger than in any midsum- 
mer month of any preceding year. Trunk 
lines, now including New York Central, 
report an Increase of 10.3 per cent over 
July of last year. Central western roads 
report a gain of 13.4 per cent and many 
leading roads are included. In the south 
and southwest, where practically all the 
important systems have reported, there 
is a considerable gain. Union Pacific has 
reported for three weeks, and the in- 
crease is 17.6 per cent over last year. 
Traffic in July shows no tendency to 
slacken, and earnings compare favorably 
with the earlier months this year. 


Steel Rail Statistics for Coming Year 

The United States Steel Corporation and 
the chief independent producers of steel 
rails, have booked for 1904 delivery or- 
ders calling for nearly 1,100,000 tons of 
steel rails. This is over one-third of the 
of the steel rail mills, in- 
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“Jugt now Turkey is the observed of all 
eyes the world over and yet very fow 
people have any idea of the internal 
wetructure of the Ottoman empire,"’ re- 
marked one of a group in the hotel oor- 
ridor. 


“The present sultan, Abdul Hamid II 
is the thirty-fourth sovereign of the dy- 
nasty of Othman, the founder of the em- 
pire. He is also the twenty-eighth sover- 
elgn since the conquest of Constanti- 
nople, 

“He ts an autocrat in his own domin- 
foms save where the Koran and other 
‘divine’ laws restrict him and thg powers 
of Europe have taken steps for the pro- 
tection of their own subjects. The ‘divine’ 
laws are. first of all. the Koran. the 
Mahometan Bible, and the ‘Multekaha 
code, formed of the supposed savings and 
Opinions of the prophet. These laws bind 
not only the sultan, but his subjects as 
well 

“There is another code—‘‘The 
nameh’— promulgated by Solyman, the 
magnificent—but this emanating from 
mere ‘human’ authority is not absolutely 
binding on the sultan. 

“Next beneath the sultan fn power are 
the grand vizier and the shefk-ul-islam, 
Or head of the church of Islam. The 
grand vizier is assisted bv a cabinet 
known as the Mediliss-el-Hass, the mem- 
bers of this privy council being the heads 
of the varioye departments of the execu- 
tive government. 

“Certain legislative and judicial powers 
are vested In the ulema. a body composed 
of the principal priests and judges of 
the empire and presided over by the 
sheik-ul-islam, and another body. the 
mufti. connected with the firet and being 
the interpreters of the Koran 

“The entire empire is divided Into vfi- 
layets. or governments with a vali, or 
governor, at the head of each. These vil-4 
layets are in turn divided and subdivided 
into provinces, districts. subdistricts, ete., 
each with its own Turkjsh name. 

“Foreigners resident in the Turkish 
empire are not subject to the decrees of 
the sultan or to Turkish rule unless they 
Own real estate and then they are sub- 
ject to the orders of Turkish courts in 
regard to that property. When a suit is 
pending between a Turk and an alien it 
ls tried in a Turkish court, usually, but 
a representative from the consular ‘of- 
fice of the alien litlgant’s government is 
always present in court and is vested 
with considerable power. 

“The nick-name of ‘The Sick Man’ was 
first appiled to the sultan of Turkey by 
Nicholas I of Russia a few vears 
before the Invasion of Crim Tartary— 
known as the Crimean war—when the 
cZar was attempting to sound England 
and persuade her to join with him in a 
raid on the Ottoman empire. 

“There are more followers of the Greek 
church. of which the ezar of Russia is the 
ecclesiastical head, in the Ottoman em- 
pire, than there are Turks and this fact 
has always made Russia the most hun- 
of all the powers of Europe to swal- 
low up the territory that spreads away 
from historic Constantinople.

DAN PATCH BREAKS — 
_ RECORD FOR WORLD, © 
GOING MILE IN 1:59 


Driven by McHenry the Great Pacer Fixes a New 
Mark at Brighton Beachs-Record Made in Face 
of Stiff Breeze. 


New York, August 19.—Dan Patch today 
broke the world’s record for pacers by 
g°ing a mile in 1:59, driven by McHenry, 
at Brighton Beach. The previous record 
of 1:59 1-4 was paced by Star Pointer in 
1897 and by Dan Patch in 1902. 

There was a stiff breeze blowing which 


struck the horses fairly in the face. The 
track was a little slow, but the effect of 
the wind was discounted by sending a 
runner in front, wihle a second runner 
galloped along side. In view of the ad- 
verse condition, the announcement was 
made that Dan Patch would go against 
the track record of 2:00 3-4, but would Also 
try to beat the world’s record of 1:59 1-4, 

When the unbeaten pacer appeared on 
the track he was loudly cheered and 
after a few preliminary warm ups he:re- 
ceived the word. With a swift, frictien- 
less stride, he shot from the wire and 
seemed determined to push his nose into 
the flying sulky which the thoroughbred 
in the shafts was steadily pulling ahead. 

On swept the pacer to the ‘quarter In 
-299 1-4 and when the half mile pole was 
flashed past in :58 3-4 a great volume of 
cheers went up from the vast crowd. 
Then came the difficult top turn and the 
slowest quarter of the mile, the three- 
quarters being done in 1:29 1-4. But down 
the stretch as swift and steady as a 1oco- 
motive he came and as he shot under the 
wire the watches stopped at 1:59. 

The new champion was not at all dis- 


-tressed ard loked as though he would be 


able before the season is over to lower 
his own record. Thé betting was even 
money either for or against his beating 
the record.

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ter from Nicaragua to the United States, 
is here on a vacation trip, but owing to 
his extended negotiations with Secretary 
Hay on the subject of the Nicaraguan 
route for an inter-oceanic canal, he is 
closely following the reports of the re- 
jection of the canal] treaty by the Co- 
lombian senate, as it ts said that one Of 
the sequels may be the resumption of ac- 
tive negotiations with Nicaragua.- The 
minister declined to discuss Colombia's 
action, but when asked if Nicaragua was 
ready to reopen negotiations, he said: 

“I am not authorized by my govern- 
ment to reopen negotiations or to take 
any action on the subject. In fact, my 
instructions are to remain entirely in- 
active. Nibcaragua occupies the dignified 
position of not wishing to thrust her 
route wpon the consideration of the United 
States. We believe our route to be supe- 
rior from every point of view. 

“Tt should be fully understood that 
the last two isthmian canal commissions 
pronounced the Nicaragua route to be 
superior, the only reason fora conclusion 
favorable to Panama being the difference 
of about $5,000,000 in the item of cost. 
Therefore the statement that the United 
States is not likely ta turn to Nicaragua 
because af the ‘notorious inferiority of 
its physical conditions’ is contrary to all 
the highest official authority. But despite 
the: superiority of our route we are not 
throwing it at the United States or un- 
duly insisting upon its adoption. There- 
fore, my government desires me to re- 
frain from taking any step which might 
possibly be constructed as seeKing to em- 
barrass the Panama negotiations or as 
thrusting forward the Nicaragua route. 
If any initiative is taken toward renew- 
ing the negotiations with Nicaragua it 
will have to come from the United States, 
as Nicaragua will continue to occupy 
her position of dignified reserve.” 

The minister was asked whether, if the 
United States desired to reopen negotia- 
tions, Nicaragua would demand new 
terms and conditions beyond those con- 
tained in the Hay-Corea protocol, he 
said: 

“Since my government has not given 
me instructions, I am unable to say as 
minister, what the terms or the condi- 
tions will be; but, speaking in my private 
capacity I am sure Nicaragua will ap- 
proach any new negotiations in a spirit 
of complete frankness and fairness. She 
always has considered the great. enter- 
prise as one in which the whole world 
is concerned and has never viewed the 
subject from any festricted personal 
standpoint, but rather as an undertaking 
of international magnitude. 

The foregoing seems to imply that the 
terms of the Hay-Corea protocol will 
continue to operate in case of the new 
negotiations. but in the absence of in- 
structions the minister declined to dis- 
cuss this specific point. He does not ap- 
pear to regard the reported failure of the 
Colombian negotiations as necessitating 
his early return to Washington. His va- 
cation plans continue in effect. He will 
go to Brussels to visit President Zelaya’s 
son and father In law and he will sail 
for New York on the Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm, September 23.

POSTAL TREATY WITH CUBA. 


Protocol Is Sipned by the Postmaster 
Gener:.1. 

Washington, August 19.—The postmaster 
general todav signed the protocol to the 
postal treaty between the United States 
and Cuba, made necessary by the amend- 
ments made by the Cuban genate. The 
treaty becomes effective without ratifi- 
cation by the senate of the United States. 
but the Cuban laws require the action of 
the senate of that island, and one of 
the amendments made embraces a state 
ment of that fact. Another provides for 
the prompt transmission of the mails of 
the one coyntry by the other, subject only 
to sanitary regulations. 

These alterations are specified fn the 
protocol and they have heen accepted 
by the postal authorities of this country. 
The treaty will. now be forwarded to 
the president for his signature, and, after 
being signed by Minister Quesada on be- 
half of Cuba will be returned to Havana. 
The treaty perpetuates the regulations for 
the exchange of mails between the two 
countries, which were made while Cuba 
was under Amgrican control.

In some quarters it was 
suspected that the choice of well recog- 
nized bear operators to conduct the sell- 
ing was a ruse to cover profit taking sales 
of those long of stocks, as the appearance 
of bear selling is the most likely to in- 
vite support of stocks by the market man- 
agers.
